HOW TO CONTROL HESSIAN FLY 


County A«Mt Advise* Later Flmnt- 


in« of Whent- 
- 


The seriousness of Hessian Fly in- 


jury has been very clearly -brought 
before the farmers •£ our county 
this year. It is quite important that 
all measures of precaution be taken 
in handling the wheat crop for next 
year- The Farm Bureau calls atten- 
tion to- the following recommenda- 
tions in Hessian Fly control. 


The Hessian Fly injures wheat by 


extracting the juices of the young 
growing plants, and by weakening 
the stems of older wheat near the 
joints causing them to drop just be- 
fore harvest. 
1!he most noticeable 


damage is caused by the maggots of 
the Spring generation. 
The Fall 


b'rood may kill the young wheat out- 
right if the infestation is severe. 


The '"fly" passes the winter in the 


puparium 
of 
"flaxseed." In 
the 


spring 6about April or May) the 
"flies" emerge and deposit eggs on 
the 
leaves 
from 
which 
maggots 


hatch, develop into "flaxseeds" be- 
fore harvest, and pass the summer in 
stubble. In autumn "flies'' . appear 
from late August in the * northern 
wheat regions, to late December in 
the far south. 
While there are 


stragglers rhe major part of the gen- 
eration appears and disappears with- 
in a week or ten days and the "flies" 
deposit their eggs on the younger 
plants 
preferably. 
The 
maggots 


hatch, feed on the plants and usu- 
ally change to the "flaxseed" before 
.winter sets in. 


Weather- conditions are important 


factors in the application of preven- 
tative measures. Excessive heat or 
drought 
retard 
the 
development 


of 
the 
insect. 
The 
effect 
of 


frost is overestimated. It should be 
clearly understood that immunity of 
Jate sown wheat from ''fly'* attack is 
due not to frost, bjut to the fact that 
by the time severe frosts occur most 
of the '"flies" have usuallv disappear- 
ed. 


No direct remedy can be applied 


to infested wheat to control the 
"fly." Many years ago it became 
known that injury could be avoided 
by planting seed at particular dates 
in the autumn- These dates vary ac- 
cording to regional local influences, 
so to ascertain a safe date for pjant- 
ing in a given locality a special cal- 
endar of dates or some natural guide 
is necessary. At the present time the 
necessary data for such a table is 
not available, but in general it is 
safe to advise the sowing of wheat 
7 or 10 days later than the average 
planting date in any given locality 
where late planting is not the com- 
mon practice. According to Dr. Hop- 
kins, U- S. Bureau of Entomology, 
the first 'general coloring of foliage 
on hickories, dogwood, birch, ash. 
etc-, is indicative of the safest and 
best time to begin sowing within the 
range of winter wheat culture. 


Rotation of crops, deep plowing ot 


stubble, preparation of seed beds: and 
fertilization are essential factors in 
control- 
Radical changes in these 


practices should not be undertaken 
except with the ad\ice of the "crop 
specialist.

tion were issued from the prohibi- 
tion enforcement offices at Washing* 
ton- 
These rulings were confusing 


to the farmers and in many sections 
of Pennsylvania, farmers were per- 


, mitting their apples to rot on the 
ground rather than take chances of 
running afoul of the prohibition laws 
by making cider for vinegar pur- 
poses, being under the impression 
that it was necessary to secure a li- 
cense or permit. 


Director Foust in calling on the 


farmers of the State to make their 
surplus apples into cider vinegar, 
poirtts out that by making the ap- 
ples into cider and storing this cider 
away on their own premises until it 
becomes vinegar they may realize a 
good profit and run no risk whatever 
of violating the prohibition laws. 
The farmer may do this without se- 
curing a permit of any kind- 
i^In selling sweet cider, the farmer 
runs a chance of selling a beverage 
containing more than one half of one 
per cent, of alcohol, in which case he 
is liable to fine and imprisonment. 
By holding his cider until it is vine- 
gar, according to Director Foust, he 
runs absolutely no risk and secures 
an excellent return for his fruit and 
his labors.

Hence alkalies, like 
ammonia, neutralize the acid of the 
hee's sting, bat aggravate the toxic 
effects of the wasp's alkaline sting. 


The best thing to apply to a wasp's 


«=ting is vinegar, 
being the nearest 


ac:d in domestic service. Onion juice, 
lemon jnice. or any other handy acid 
will do as well. 


The Lancet says these facts ought 


to be widely known, 'for not uncom- 
monly the st~nsr prove* to be not a 
simple puncture bit the beginning of 
a toxic prorc,ss sometimes fatal. A
